MORE ON NEW 10M RIGS 


Subject: Comments: Uniden HR2Si0 and 
Radio Shack HTX-100 


I’ve been interested by the comments 
regarding the Uniden and Radio Shack 
10 meter rigs, but have avoided 
comment until getting some hands on 


experience, 


For a good description and review of 
the HR2510, see the February 1989 
"CO". I don’t know of any published 
reviews of the HTX-100, yet. 


I know several local RS managers; 
one told me he would ask for 
licenses. He later said he sold his 
first unit to a fellow who claimed 
to have just passed his Novice, and 
was waiting for his license. Another 
manager, when I asked of his 
intention regarding license checks, 
said he knew all of the guys asking 
about the HTX-106, so he would only 
need to inquire of thase he didn’t 
know. Neither of them mentioned 
anything about corporate policy 
regarding’ license checks. 


The HTX-100 has a prominent label on 
top of the unit warning that the rig 
is for amateur use only, license 
required. Similar warnings are 
contained in the manual for both the 
Uniden and RS. Only the RS HTX-100 
has a schematic in the manual. I 
haven’t inquired about a tech manual 
for the Uniden, so I don*t know if 
one is available. 


Even though both rigs are made by 
Uniden, and the cases are the same 
size, panel layouts and features 
differ. The Uniden HRESi0 lacks a 
low power switch, and has a S-pin 
mic connector. The Radio Shack 
HTX-1600 has an G~pin mic plug, lacks 
AM and FM, FA, courtesy beep, mic 
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gain control, and SWR meter, 
features found on the Uniden. The 
HTX-100 has a headphone jack on the 
front, SFER and KEY jacks on the 
rear. The HR2510 has no headphone 
jack, and speaker and key 
connections must be made with a 
9-pin connector on the rear. I'm 
not sure, but I think only the 
HR2510 has built in SWR bridge. 


Much concern has been raised in the 
amateur community about these rigs 
because they are easily modified for 
out-of-band use. Several rumors 
abound here: 1) Uniden is modifying 
the HR2S510 to prevent the 
out-of-band mods; 2) Radio Shack has 
requested that Uniden modify the 
HTX-100 to prevent any simple 
out-of-band mod; 3) Clipping a diode 
will increase frequency coverage of 
the HTX-100; etc., etc. 


If rumor #1 above is true, it hasn’t 
happened yet. I tried it to see. 
Before the mod, frequency coverage 
is in 4 bands, A, B, C, & D: 


Band A: 28.0000 thru 28.4999 MHz 
Band B: 28.5000 thru 28.9999 MHz 
Band Cs 29.0000 thru 29.4999 MHz 
Band Di: 29.5000 thru 29.6999 MHz 


After the mod, frequency coverage is 
as follows: 


Band As 28.0000 thru 28.4999 MHz 
Band B: 28.5000 thru 28.9999 MHz 
Band C: 29.0000 thru 29.4999 MHz 
Band D: 29,5000 thru 29.9999 MHz 


Band E: 26.0000 thru 26.4999 MHz 
Band F: 26.5000 thru 26.9999 MHz 
Band G: 26.9600 thru 27.4099 MHz 
Band H: 27.0000 thru 27.4999 MHz 
Band I: 27.5000 thru 27.9999 MHz 


(By the way, the modification is one 
foil cut and one jumper. That’s 
all.) 


The UF/DOWN channel buttons on the 
rig and microphone step through 50 
10 KHz "channels" in each band. 


These memories are not modifiable. 


Band G is why this rig has such a 
reputation with CBers and Hams 
alike. This band has 40 channels, 
not 50, and yes, they are the 40 CB 
channels, from 26,965 to 27.405, 
even with the strange out-of-order 
arrangement for channels 
22-24-25-272-26, There is no 
mistake, this capability was 
intentional. As long as I have this 
rig, I°11 probably leave the mod 
enabled, so I can monitor traffic 
reports while travelling. Real 10 
meter contacts are so easy to come 
by that I have no need or remote 
desire to transmit out of the 10 
meter band. 


There are better (and more 
expensive) antennas available, but I 
chose to use a 4 ft. fiberglass whip 
{top loaded), mounted on a swivel 
head an my rooftop. After 
shortening the antenna . 
appropriately, it resonated quite 
nicely around 28.400 MHz. My very 
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first contact was with an IK3, and 
I’ve never been without plenty of 
daytime contacts since 


Regardless of the obvious problems 
we have with non-hams buying, 
modifying, and operating these rigs, 
I am tickled pink to see such a nice 
rig available for a reasonable 
price. I've had @S0s with many 
other mobile operators, many using 
HTX-100s and HR25i0s. With Novice 
Enhancement, I think these rigs are 
a welcome arrival. Most reports 
from encounters at Radio Shack seem 
to indicate that they are making an 
effort to screen buyers. I’m 
determined to keep a positive 
outlook, hoping that these new rigs 
will spark interest in old, new, and 
potential hams alike.
